When the new boiler was installed afew years ago, it 
was connected with the old chimney which was some distance 
from the boiler and the draft has never been satisfactory. 
_ This year a steel smoke stack was erected, this is 87 feet above 

the floor of the boiler room andis giving entire satisfaction. 
The machinery at the station is considered to be in_ the best 
condition it has been since the town took charge of the Water 
Works in 1907. 

All running expenses, interest on bonds, etc., have been 
paid and ¢1500 paid the town on the principal 
this leaves only $1500 more to pay, this amount we shall pay 
before the Town closes the books February 15, 1913.

To the Trustees of the Derry Public Library: 

The eighth annual report is herewith presented. 

The library has been open for the delivery of books on: 
Monday and Wednesday afternoons from 3 o’clock until 5. © 
On Saturday from 2 o’clock until 6, and every evening from 
6 o’clock until 9. . The reading room has been open every . 
day from 2 until 5 and from 6 until_9, except Sundays and: 
holidays. : | 

The statistics accompanying this report give in detail 
the work of the library. No records are kept of the attend- 
ance in the reading room, but it is well patronized both 
afternoon and evening. Many evenings every chair is oc- 
cupied. The attendance of young men and boys is most 
marked. 

There are other important features of the library work. 
which I cannot report in figures. A large number of per-- 


sons come to consult our books of reference. Besides the - 
assistance rendered individuals, I have spent time compiling. 
lists for schools and teachers. Also lists of agricultural 


books, bird books, etc., which have been printed in our local 
papers and posted in the library. At the request of teach- 
ers, books have in many instances been reserved on a side 
table one week for reference by their pupils. This is a work 
that could with advantage to both library and school be 
done much more extensively. 

No record has been kept of the books delivered for use 
in the reading room only, but many books are read in this. 
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way without being added to our circulation, which is still in- 
creasing, each class making good proportionate gains. 

Several valuable sets of books have been added: 

Wm. De Witt Hyde’s “Vocations.” 

“Book of Knowledge,” a childrens encyclopedia written 
in @ popular style, has been freely circulated being especially 
used by the young people. | 

Burton Holmes “Travelogues” which are also an excel- 
lent addition. 

“The library of Work and Play,” 12 vols. on important 
arts and crafts. 

“Young Folks Library,” edited by Thomas B. Aldrich’ 
which includes selections from the choicest literature of all 
lands for old and young. 

No book has been {ost either through circulation or from 
the shelves. 

Since the opening of the library in August 1905, more 
than 3100 people have registered. Many of the former pa- 
trons have removed from town or for other reasons ceased to 
borrow books. ‘Therefore last May a registration was begun. 
Since then nearly 1300 people have reregistered. ‘These are 
partly new patrons. By discontinuing the old list our regis- 
_ ter shows the exact number of present patrons. 
~ Thave attended during the year two library meetings. One 
the annual meeting of the New Hampshire Library Associa- 
tion, at which I tooka slight part, and the other at Haver- 
hill, Mass., where the N. H. librarians were the guests of the 
Free Public Library Commission of Massachusetts.

REVORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The School Board of the Town School District respect- 
fully submits to the inhabitants of said District, the following 
report for the year ending February 15, 1913, together with 
an estimate of expense for the coming year ending February 
15, 1914. : 

The Supervisory District this year is comprised of the 
same towns as last year; namely, Londonderry, Windham and 
the two School Districts in Derry. The School Board would 
suggest to the inhabitants of said School District the advisa- 
bility of withdrawing from the Supervisory District, as it is 
now composed, at the annual School Meeting, and from a Sn- 


pervisory District comprising the Town School Disteiect and ~~ 


School District No. 2. The School Board feels that. there is 
sufficient work for a Superintendent in these two Districts- 
and that the results obtained would be much more gatisfacto- 
ry, and would to our minds tar outweigh in importance any 
increased expenditures for Superintendent’s salary that might 
_be necessary. 

At the annual meeting of the Supervisory District held in 
May, Mr. Arthur Reynolds was re-elected Superintendent at 
asalary of $1400. Inthe latter part of the summer, Mr. Rey. 
nolds handed in his resignation to the Supervisory District, 
and another meeting was held a few weeks before the open- 
ing of the schools in the fall term, at which meeting Charles 
W. Cutts was elected to fill the vacancy at a salary of $1400 


At the March meeting in 1912, it seemed to be the sanse 


of the meeting relative to the adequate heating of the East 
Side School, to leave the question to the School Board, to deal 
with as they thought wisest for the best interest of the dis» 


‘trict. On careful consideration of. this subject and after 


having experts examine the heating plant the School Board 


came to the conclusion that it would be the wisest and most 


economical thing in the end to install anew boiler; conse- 
quently a boiler was purchased from Richardson, Boynton 
Company, and installed by KH. R- Belanger for the price of 
¢$/00. The bids for installing the saine were competitive. 
The Board has beea somewhat handicapped relative to 
obtaining competent teachers for the schools in the outlying 
districts, on account of resignations, etc., but we believe at 
this time that most of the positions are satisfactorily filled. 
Quite extensive repairs have been made in the School 


Flouse in District No. 6, which consisted of putting in a new 


ceiling, painting, etc. ‘The Board have made minor repairs 
upon the School Houses in other Districts, but would re- 
Commend that the appropriation for the coming year for re- 


pairs should be somewhat larger than last, as some of the | 
Schoo! Houses are in rather a bad condition. The Sehool. 


House at No. 9 is still closed, as last year and the building 
is ma very dilapidated condition. .We would advise the. 
District to take some action in this matter, and to provide 
for the sale, or conservation of the property in the School 
House belonging to the District. | 
~The School House in district No. 8 accomodates very 
few pupils who livein Derry, and more than one-half of the, 
scholars now attending that’school belong in Londonderry. 
The School Board feels tliat it would be perhaps economy to. 
close the school house, as the Derry pupils now attending. 


t2 
could be accomodated at the Hast Side School without 
traveling an unreasonable distance. 

We have endeavored to run the schools in the districts in 
the most economical way possible, but not so as te take away 
any of the rights orthe privileges of the scholars. Those 
pupils who live a long distance from school houses are pro- 
vided with suitable Pangporinion, or allowed to attend 7 
in some other town. 
| ‘The School Board has been very careful not to exceed 
the appropriations in any respect, and have reduced the in- 


debtedness of the district $2,500.00, the same being the — 


payment of a note against the district to the Merrimack River 
Savings Bank. 

The School Board recommends that the school district 
at the annual meeting should not vote to authorize the School 
Board to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. We feel 


the district ought not to be burdened by the payment of in- | 


terest, which in the past year has amounted to almost enough 
to hire a teacher at the rate of $10.00 per week, and also 
that the school district has no legal right under the statute 
to pass such a vote. 


During the ensuing year there is a note against the 
district, which comes due for the amount of $1200.00, and we _ 
would advise the district to appropriate that sum in payment — 


of the same. 
The following is an estimate of the amount required to 


meet the statutory obligations for the coming year, and this — 


report 1s a notice to the selectmen as required by law; books 
and supplies $700.00, flags and appurtenances $30.00; the 
School Board herewith submits an estimate for appropriations 
for the year ending F ebruary 15th, 1914, and we submit two 
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estimates, one of which would be required in order to provide 
for the necessary amount depending upon the vote of some of 
the articles embraced in the warrant. 

Your Board has been asked by the teachers in several 
grades and districts to increase the maximum salary from 
$12.00 to $13.00 per week, and this petition has been taken 
into account in one of the follow rz estimates: For notes 
$1200.00; for expenses in addition to the amount required by 
daw $8,000.00, or $9,000.00 which includes salaries and ex- 
penses of Schooi Board, salaries of the truant officers, salaries 
_-of other district officers, teachers salaries, minor repairs, per- 
‘manent repairs, janitors, fuel and incidental expenses.

SOPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To THE BoarpD oF EDUCATION oF THE DERRY Town DISTRICT 

I herewith submit my report as Superintendent of 
Schools. As I entered upon the duties of this office in Sep- 
tember, I will speak briefly of the condition of the schools. 
since that time. 

The schools opened in September with about the same 
enrollment as last year. Some rooms in the Oak St., and West 
Side schools were found to be overcrowded. Relief was. 
found in one or two cases by transferring children from one 
building to the other, but after all that could be done in that 
way, tworooms at the Oak St., school have nad constantly 
more pupils than seats. The 4th and 5th grades were put 
in one room, making altogether too large a school for one 
teacher, and the 6th grade has had more than 50 pupils alk 
the time. Some relief should be found for this congested 
condition. , 

The average membership at the Oak St. school for the 
fall term was 310.35, almost forty pupils on the average per 
teacher. While the average membership at the West Side 
school was 224.32, which gives an averaze per teacher almost 
as large. We have nearly reached the limit of the capacity 
of our buildings, and certainly have gone to the limit of 
the capacity of-our teaching force. .I[ am inclined to think 
that an additional teacher, whose time should be divided be- 
tween the two buildings to do individual work with children 
who need special attention, would not only serve the needs. 
of the schools, but would actually be economy for the town. 
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There are two classes of children in our schools that need 
special attention—those, who from whatever cause are failing 
todo satisfactorily the work of their grade and are con- 
sequently left behind unpromoted at the end of the year 
and those, who because of more favorable equipment or con- 
ditions, are able to do more than the assigned work ina - 
given year. 

The needs of both classes should, in some way, be met, 
In the small school the regular teacher may find time to give 
more or less individual assistance, but na school of forty or 
more, the teacher can spare but little time for individual 
needs. In the Oak St. and West Side schools, 84 were report- 
ed unpromoted last June, and this nuinber does not include 
those who were advanced from the sub—primary to the 1st 
grade rooms at the end of the year, who were still to remain 
in 1st grade work for one year more. Now, if a special 
teacher, to work as I have suggested, could have enabled 
one-half of these to have advanced, she would have accom- 
plished the full work of ateacher, more than the average 
results per teacher. I thoroughly believe that a teacher 
thus employed, would not only be serving the ends of jus- 
tice but would ultimately result in an actual saving of money 
to the town. 

The teacher is the one consideration in the success of 
the school. Other things such as equipment, supplies and 
even the c ourse of study, necessary as these may be, are ot 
secondary importance when compared with theteachers. It 
is therefore essential if we are to have good schools,that good 
teachers be obtained —teachers with a natural aptitude for 
the work, and with a training or experience that will enable 
them to handle skillfully what has become a_ highly special- 
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ized activity. It is also necessary that such teachers when 
once secured, be retained for a considerable length of time, 


at least to ensure a degree of permanency and effectiveness. 


in a program of work. This calls for as liberal financial 
treatment.as may be possible. Derry is doing well in this 
particular, but we are in competition with territory that is 
able to do better, hence it is difficult to retain strong and 
ambitious teachers. When the schools opened in September 
seven teachers ina force of 22 were new, and several 
changes have taken place since then. The chief difficulty 
in this particular here as elsewhere is in retaining good 
teachers in the rural schools. Four of the six rural schools 
in town opened the year with new teachers. Just as good 
work can be done in the small rural school, and often 


more satisfactory work is possible, as in the large single — 


grade room. 

But there are other considerations that often operate to 
attract the teacher from the rural to the town school. Much 
can be done to counteract this tendency by making the ru- 
ral school more attractive, 

‘The buildings should be in good condition and com- 


fortable, the equipment complete and the general surround- ~ 


ing improved. All of our rural school buildings are old, and 
need repairs. Most of them need entirely new furniture and 
all need much additional equipment. To be sure our rural 
schools are serving the needs of less than a hundred 
children, but these children are entitled to every considera- 
tion. 

The percentage of attendance has been good, especially 
when we take into consideration the amount of sickness that 
has prevailed. The plan of excusing an hour early on Fri- 
day afternoon the room having the highest percentage of 


— > 
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attendance for the week has been effective in securing good 
attendance in the Oak St., and West Side schools. A 
modification of this plan can be utilized in the rural schools. 
to an advantage. The attendance, however, in the rural 
schools has been very good. 

I would like to call attention to one or two facts show- 
ing the financial report. First the extremely low expendi- 
ture for books and supplics. This is accounted for partly 
by the fact that I have thought best to buy just as few. books 
as possible until I should become more familiar with what 
we had and with what we needed. Many of our books are in 
bad condition and must be replaced by new books. A very 
much larger expenditure will be necessary for these two items, 
next year. Again, the summary of expenditures shows that. 
$20,223.49 have been spent, but it will be observed that this. 
includes $3051.56 for notesand interest, and ¢650 for per-- 
manent improvements. When these are deducted, the sum: 
of $16,521.93 isshown as the net costof maintaining the- 
schools. It is possible that this net cost could be further. 
reduced next year, or rather the expenditure be so adjustedi 
so as to increase the efficiency of theschools. For instance,. 
it may be advisable to close the school at No. 3, and trans-. 
fer the pupils there to the Oak street or West side schools;. 
also the two rooms in the Adams district. have very small: 
schools which could very easily be combined in one room. 
The money saved by these two changes could be used to 


greatly increase the effiency of our schools. I was not ready, 
however, to recommend that they be made untill have. 


made further study of the situation. I only suggest that: 
they he fully considered. ‘The schools of Derry are in good: 
condition. We have earnest, faithful teachers, the excellent 
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spirit of co-operation prevails, and public opinion generally 
strongly supports every effort to improve conditions. 

One thing alone is to me a matter of regret, that is, 
that so many parents are ready to take their children from 
school just as soon as they pass the limits of the compulsory 
school age. In some cases this is necessary, but frequently 
it is simply the exploitation of child-labor on-the part of the 
parent. In this connection I wish to say that I believe that 
the employers of. labor in town are now endeavoring to 
observe faithfully the requirements of the child-labor law. 

The following table shows the important figures for a 
number of years. Those for the present. year are for the 
Fall term, and will necessarily be considerably changed 
when computed for the entire year. The total enrollment 
will increase while the average membership and average 
attendance are likely to decrease. The abnormally low cost 
per pupil of books and supplies has already been referred to.

The schools are almost ideal as to number of pupils 
-and also as to number of grades in each room.Conditions are 
favorable for most effective work and I am pleased to say 
that excellent work is being done. Good progress is being 
made by each of the several classes. 

The children have the advantage’ of living in the 
atmosphere of a school community of most excellent 
traditions.
